CLEAN BILL IS GIVEN

Several Recommendations 
Are Made, However.

City council voted unanimously 
Monday afternoon authorizing a run- 
ever charter election on May 30, in 
event the first election on May 16 
does not give one of the three char- 
ters a clear majority; adopted a re- 
port of its special probe committee 
exonerating Grady hospital manage- 
ment of charges of __ inefficiency 
brought aaginst it; restored the fee 
for architectural service on the bond 
issue schools to 6 per cent; retained 
L. W. Robert & Co., as consulting 
engineers on the school program, and 
passed a resolutiion requiring the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
to place concrete bases under its 
street ear tracks upon notice by the 


city to do so. 

Council also voted an appropriation 

of $17,000 to purchase as one of the 
junior high school sites six acres of 
roperty bounded by Eighth street, 
owler street, Techwood drive ard 
Sixth street; voted the purchase of 
addtional ground at Lucile avenue 
school and adopted a resolution ap- 
pointing a special committee to find 
out who is collecting the rental on 
the Edgewood avrnue market proper.y, 
cad what dicposition is being made 
uf the funds. 

In deciding to allow a second char- 
ter election the standpat adherents 
of the present charter and the sup- 
porters of the Choate charter came 
over and accepted the viewpoint of 
Councilman Edgar Watkins, author 
of the “Atlanta plan” charter, who 
introduced this motion two weeks agu, 
when it was voted down by a big 
majority. 

Congratulates Authors. 

Monday, the measure carrying a 
run-over election call was offered by 
Councilmen Nutting, Wood, Ashley 
and Alderman Davis, leaders in the 
standpat group. Mr. Watkins con- 
gratulated them on their change of 
position. 

In a second primary the two char- 
ters that received the highest number 
of votes in the first election would be 
pitted against each other. 

Council adopted a resolution by Mr. 
Watkins authorizing the printing for 
public distribution of 1,000 copies each 


Councilman J. R. Nutting, stand- 
pat leader, prepared and put in at the 
meeting a resolution to change the 
name of Mr. Watkins’ “Atlanta phan” 
to the Watkins plan, in the pamphlets 
to be printed. He said he was afraid 
some voters might confuse it with the 
present plan, which, he stated, is real- 
ly the Atlanta plan.

Outlawed by City 
Fathers of Savannah 


Ordinance Declares Jazz Is 
Indecent and Injurious 
to Public Morals. 


Savannah, -Ga., April 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —-Jazz, whether it finds its ex- 
pression through some of the latest 
dances or in the musterpieces of Tin 
Pan alley, has been outlawed in Sa- 
vannah, 

Hereafter the sexunhone must be 
content to confine its wails to jazzless 
music, and a maiden—no matter how 
pretty she may be—must not twitch 
her shoulders or direct her feet in 
any steps that even suggest jazz. 

A cop might be listening and watch- 
ing. 

In other words, city council doesn’t 
think it’s nice to syncopate music or 
dancing, as shown by its action this 
afternoon in passing the Garfunkel 
ordinance after the city had been up 
in arms pro and con for the past week. 

Purpose of Act. 

Mr. Garfunkel says his ordinance is 
designed “to bar and ban indecent 
dances and music with immoral sug- 
gestiveness,”’ 

The law, as passed, is as follows: 

“All forms of jazz dancing, as well 
as all forms of dancing to jazz mus.c 
or syncopated music at public dance 
halls or at hotels or at public dances, 
or in the public streets, be and the 
same are hereby declared to be unlaw- 
ful, and are here:y wrohibited as be- 
ing indecent and injurious to the pub- 
lic morals. 

Heavy Penalty. 

“Any person, firm or corporation 
violating the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, whether ‘as the proprietor of 
any public dance hall, or pabilion, or 
other place where such dances are 
held, or whether as the promoter of 
any such dances, or whether as a 
participant in such dances, — shall, 
upon conviction before the police court 
of Savannah, be fined in a sum rot 
exceeding $100 or be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, either or .both, 
in the discretion of the court.”

STATE FACTIONALISM 
MAY DIVIDE PARTIES 


Many Angles Will Affect 
Results in Scattered Sec- 
tions—List of Primaries 
Given.

Washington, April 17.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Headquar- 
ters of both naticnal parties, including 
those of the congressional campaign 
committees, are in full swing tonight. 
They aiways begin on Easter Mon- 
day. Thirty-four of the ninety-six 
senators and an entire new house of 
representatives of 435 members will 
have to be elected this fall, and the 
nominating primaries are distributed 
througheut the summer. 

The first congressional primaries 
were held in Soutt: D:kota on March 
28. In Illinois they were held last 
Tuesday. From this time forward 
primaries and conventions are scatter- 
ed through the months until August 
and September, when the party ma- 
chinery- will start full operation. 

The congressional elections are of 
the greatest importance from their na- 
tional seope and country-wide inter- 
est constituting a struggle between the 
administration ix power and a virile 
democracy. The result of the fight 
will do much to shape national poli- 
cies towards the next presidential 
campaign, and will bear directly on 
the future activities of the Harding 
administration. 

Alignments Forming. 

Even the state campaign prelimina- 
ries have an indirect bearing on the 
1924 presidential election, as align- 
ments are being formed now which 
will affect party leaders later on. This 
is particularly true of Ohio, where alt 
phases of the senatorial fight have a 
national significance. If Senator Pom- 
erene is re-elected in the president’s 
own state, overthrowing a republican 
majority of nearly 400,000, he will be- 
come a formidable candidate for the 
democratic nomination. 

Factional issues in other states may 
cause division of parties, resulting in 
new organization alliances, which may 
strengthen one party and weaken the 
other, with respect to the chances in 
November. 

An example of this is found in the 
Illinois republican primaries held last. 
week, when the machine of Governor 
Small and Mayor William Hale 
Thompson, of Chicago, was over- 
thrown, Old-line republican leaders ap- 
pear to have gained control again. But 
the defeated machine is not of the 
type to leave the fight on first de- 
feat. They will retaliate with a knife 
thrust from the rear, before permitting

Entire Fabric of European 
Post-War Diplomacy 
Rocked to Foundations 
by Move. 


FRANCE MAY LEAVE 
GENOA CONFERENCE 


Consternation Permeates 
Parley Circles as Signifi- 


er Alliance Is Realized.

Genoa, April 17.—Germany and 

Russia, in announcing they have 
formed an economic alliance, sprang 
» coup which leaves the allies con- 
siderably bewildered. 


_ That the agreement, concluded at 
Rapallo, confuses the situation at 
Genoa is admitted on all sides. 


the sudden announcement of the al- 
liance, is demanding that Germany be 
thrown out of the conference. She 
regards the treaty as amounting al- 
most to defiance of the allies, coming 
as it does in the midst of the Genoa 
conference called solely to reach a 
General European settlement as re- 
gards Russia and Germany. That 
these two nations should have framed 
up an economic alliance secretly and 
announced it t&® the world at Genoa 
is construed by the _French as girtual 
notice from Germany nnd Russia that 
they plan to go ahead on a mutuat 
basis regardless of what the rest 
of the world does for them. 
British Incensed. 


The Russo-German treaty is a dis- 
honorable action, a breach of loyalty 
toward the Genoa conference, and a 
challenge to Europe, British official 
spokesmen declare, in open denuncia- 
tion of the economic alliance between 
the two eastern powers. 

Consternation and dismay were ex: 
pressed everywhere in allied circles 
as delegates studied the terms of the 
agreement. 

British spokesmen said the confer- 
ence was called just to prevent the 
splitting up of Europe into two camps 
which . the Russo-German treaty 
threatens to effect. They could scarce- 
ly find words strong enough to convey 
their indignation. 

Rumors flew around that France 
would withdraw from the conference. 
She is known to be incensed at the 
treaty. There is no question but that 
the very life of the Gesoa project 
hangs in the balance. 

George Still Hopeful. 

Lloyd George, however, is still hope- 
ful, 

Asked by the United News about 
the rumors that the conference was 
about to break up, the British premier 
said: | 

“You always hear rumors wherever 
there is a conference. Personally, 1m 
optimistic.” 

He was then asked about reports 
that the French were planning to 
withdraw. 

“No, no,” he answered emphatically. 
“They’re not going home.”’ 

Regarding the conference of allied 
leaders which was called immediatély 
upon announcement that the treaty 
had been signed, Lloyd George said: 

“The allied attitude has not yet 
been definitely decided. It will be 
necessary to continue the discussions 
Tuesday. Meanwhile I am hopeful. 

Was Surprise. 

The news was al.rost a complete 
surprise, for althoug the allies knew 
the treaty was un.’er '.egotiation, they 
had no idea it was rea’y for signa- 
ture and furtherr.cre they had no 
inkling of the trericn lous significance 
of the document.

From Rockies to Ohio.

Chicago, April 17.—The weather- 
man is on the wildest tear of a half 
century. 

Chieago, April 17.—Thirty-two per- 
sons are known to have been killed, 
209 are injured, many seriously, and 
property and crop loss will reach far 
into the millions, in less than 48 hours 
of floods and tornadoes in three mid- 
dle-western states. 

Southern Illineis, southern Indiana 
and eastern Missouri Monday night 
was an area of mad waters, wreckage 
and chaos. 

Levees north and south of Cairo, 
Ill., were straining and threatening 
and hundreds were in a mad exodus 
to escape the apparent peril. 

Beardstown, a veritable isiand, still 
reported no loss of life, but efforts 
to reach the city were fruitless. 

A late report came from Hedrick, 
Ind., by way of Lafayette, and said 
that at least 10 were dead and 100 
injured by a terrific electrical storm 
and subsequent flood waters there. 

At Brooks and Sloan, nearby, four 
were reported killed and 15 hurt. 

The central division of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross at Chicago was ap- 
pealed to for aid by the Greén county 
chapter of the Red Cross and early 
Tuesday probably will dispatch relief 
trains into the devastated areas.

Washington, April 17.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)-<-The senators 
from Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
South and North Carolina today sign- 
ed u communication to the interstute 
commerce commission urging that in- 
mediate action be taken giving a re- 
duction in freight rates on water- 
melons from the southeastern ter- 
ritory to the eastern and middle west- 
ern markets.

“We believe these rates unless re- 
duced, so as to take care of this 
year’s crop,” said the senators, “will 
greatly lessen further production and 
we urge that action be had reducing 
the rates so that the reduced rates 
may take effect applicable to the pres- 
ent crop as the crop in some sections 
begins to ship.” 

The interstate commerce commis- 
informed Senator Harris last 
week that they Gould not say when 
a decision would be reached and the 
approach of the watermelon season 
has brought renewed activity to get a 
reduction. 

To Investigate Shrinkage. 

An investigation of the losses in 
weight through shrinkage of water- 
melons in shipments from Georgia 
to the eastern and middle western 
imarkets is expected to be made by 
the federal bureau of markets. It 
is claimed that Georgia growers suf- 
fer large losses due to the weights 
when shipped and those which are 
maintained when the buyer pays the 
grower at destination. It was also 
‘urged that the bureau send inspec- 
tors to Georgia to instruct the ship- 
pers about the best methods of in- 
specting and packing the watermel- 
ons. The bureau chief informed Sen- 
ator Harris that he would go into the 
matter at once. Data was presented 
from J. J. Parrish, secretary of the 
Southwest Georgia Melon Growers’ 
association.

\Text of Russo-German 


Treaty as Consummated 


Genoa, April 17.-—(Py the Associat- 


ed Press.)\—The Rvusso-German trea- 
ty, signed on Sunday at Rappalon by 
Walter 
KRathenau contains the following pro- 
vision : 

Article One. 

‘{A) The Germay and Russian 
government. have agreed to settle war- 
time questions on the following basis: 

“The German government and the 
soviet republic rerciprocally renounce 
reimbursement of war expenses as 
well as reimbursement of war dam- 
ages and also ddmages suffered by 
their subjects in the war territories 
because of military measures, includ- 
ing requisitions carried out in the 
enemy's country. Likewise the two 
contracting parties renvunce  reim- 
bursement of civil damages caused by 
the so-called exceptional laws or by 
coercive measures by state authori- 
ties. F 

“(B) All tegal relations concern- 
ing questions of public or private law, 
resulting from the state of war, in- 
cluding the question of merchant 
ships acquired by either side during 
the war shall be settled on a basis of 
reciprocity. 

“(C) Germany and Russia mutu- 
ally renounce the repayment of ex- 
penses caused by prisoners of war, 
in the sanie way. 2s the reich re- 
nounces repayment of expenses caused 
by the interment of soldiers of the 
Russian army. The Russian: govern- 
ment renounces payment of the sum 
Germany has derived from the sale 
of Russian army material transported 
into Germany. 

Article Two. 

“Germany renounces all claims re- 
sulting from the enforcement of the 
laws and measures of the soviet .re- 
public as they have affected German 
nationals or their private rights or 


the rights of the Geran reic& itself, 
as well as claims resulting from meéas- 
ures taken by the soviet republic or 
its authorities in any other way 
against the subjects of the German 
reich, or their priv:te rights, pro- 
vided the soviet government shail not 
satisfy similar claims made by any 


state. 
Article Three. 

“Consular and diplomatic relations 
between the rewh and the federal 
republic of soviets shall be resumed 
immediately the admission of consuls 
to both countries shall be arranged by 
special agreement. ? 

Article Four. 

“Both governmeuts agree further 
that the rights of. the nationals of 
cither of the two parties on the oth- 
er’s territory, as well as the regula- 
tion of commercial relations, shall be 
based on the most favored nation 
principle. ‘This principie does not in- 
clude the rights and facilities grant 
by the soviet government to another 
soviet state or to any state that for- 
merly formed part of the Russian em- 
pire. 

Article Five. 

“The two governments undertake to 
give each other mutual assistanee for 
the alleviation of their economic dif- 
ficulties in the most benevolent spirit. 
In the event of a general settlement 
of this question on an international 
basis they undertake to have a pre- 
liminary exchange of views. The 
German government declares itself 
ready to facilitate as far as possible 
the conclusion and execution of eco- 
nomié contracts between private en- 
terprises in the two countries. 

Article Six. 

“(Jause one, paragraph B, and 
clause 4 of this agreement shall come 
into force after ratification of this 
document; the other clauses will 
come into force immediately.”

Meanwhile, a sharp note 
to the Germans from the conference 
protesting against the ccenclusion of 
the treaty “behiad te back of the 
conference’ is fovesnndowed by the 
authoritative statements of the allied 
view in general and :he Britivh view 
in particular, toward the agreement. 
Blame Gerinany. 

A copy of the note may also be sent 
to the Russians, altihsugh the allies 
appear to blame Germany most, point- 
ing out that for years she has had 
contact with the rest of Europe aud 
should have acqu red u sense of pro- 
priety which can sexrcely be expected 
from Russia just emerging from cou- 
plete darkness and tselation. 

Schanzer, of the Italian delegation, 
expressed “great as:onishment”’ on 
learning of the treaty. T.oyd George 
only heard of it unotficially while go- 
ing from his villa tu the conference. 
Iie at once indicated he toon “a gery 
grave view of the Germans’ action.” 

Everyone at th» villa conference 
viewed the situaticn as serious, the 
French being most disturbed, although 
Lioyd George succeeded in persuading 
them not to take prec nitate action. 

The British do not teel.the incident 
will break up the conterence, but add 
that it is too early to determine its 
full effects. Numerovs questions, es- 
pecially the alleged infringement on 
the treaty of Versailles, must be gone 
into. 

Two Possible Protests. 


One authoritative Pritish source. 
asked what the ailies can do, replied 
significantly: “There are two kinds 
of protests—diplomatic and armed. 
Which kind do you think we'll take?’ 

The fate of the conference mean- 
while is resting ou Tuesday’s deef- 
sions, but delegates suy it is difficult 


tc see how the terms of the treaty can 
be altered. 

France is making no effort to con- 
ceal her indignation and chagrin, and 
it is feared she nixny move to with- 
draw from the conference on the 
ground that no gvvod can_ possibly 
come of it in view of the Russo-Ger- 
man development. 

Members of the French delegation 
are alarmed at the situation, fearing 
that a dangerous Russo-German bloc 
has been formed which can thrive in- 
dependently of the rest of Europe, pos- 
sibly to the point Where it will be a 
menace te the security of France. 

Germany Stole March. 

Some experts studying the new 
treaty believed its most favored na- 
tion clause is in flat conflict with the 
provision of the Versailles treaty, 
which extends to the allies and spe- 
cial privileges Germany may receive 
from any treaty. It is possible that 
the first attack on the document will 
be made from this angle. 

An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion is the mysterious silence which 
has prevailed in German quarters dur- 
ing the negotiations. Germany, it is 
generally agreed, quietly stole a march 
while the allies were bickering over 
the very points which Germany threw 
overboard in making her agreement 
with Russia—the cancellation of war 
debts and claims for damages due te 
nationalization of property by the so- 
viets. This concession is in direct 
eonflict with the policy of the allies, 
Lloyd George having already told the 
Russians that the allies would not 
renounce such claims. 

However, while the allies may be 
able to prevent carrying out of this 
feature, it is impossible to see how 
they can effect a nullification of the 
major part of the treaty. 

Russians Defiant. 

The Russians are manifesting a 
markedly changed attitude—almost of 
defiance—following conclusion of the 
treaty. They know now they can go 
back to Moscow and,report that ther 
got something at Genoa regardless of 
what the-allies do. They insist, how- 
ever, that the treaty was negotiated 
outside of the conference proper and 
has no connection with it. Neverthe- 
less it will be impossible for the con- 
ference to ignore the treaty.

“Russia will recognize the pre-war 
debts only on condition that the allies 
recognize the principle of reciprocity, 
and allow us to offset our claims 
against them as regards war debts,” 
Rakowski declared. “We regard the 
wrr debts as subsidies which the allies 
granted Russia for aiding in a com- 
mon erterprise from which Russia 
later withdrew, leaving the allies all 
the profits therefrom. We = asked 
nothing out of the war and got noth- 
ing. What is spent is spent. The 
Russian people will never recognize 
the war claims. It is only on the pre- 
cise condition that the allies were 
recognizing our war claims that Tchit- 
cherin agreed to recognition of the pre- 
war debts. It was only on that con- 
dition that we accepted the Cannes 
principles.” 

llied delegates will meet Wednes- 
day to examine a hastily prepared re- 
port of the judicial commission as to 
whether the treaty conflicts with the 
Versailles treaty. 

The attitude of the French delega- 
tion was epitomized by M. Colrat, who 
declared that he had cancelled his 
engagement to meet with the third 
commission “as at present no. one 
wants to sit on the same commissiun 
with Germans and Russians.”

It sets aside 
the Brest-Litovsk tresty and places 
both peoples on @ hasis of complete 
equality rendering p>ssibte a common 
co-operative effort t»at will effect 
the highest econetui. development of 
both countries.”

POSITION OF HOWARD 
T0 BE LEFT VACANT 


Governor Thomas W. Hardwick will 
not appoint a successor to Judge G. 
H. Howard, who resigned Saturday 
as special counsel for the state high- 
way commission, but will leave the 
place, unfilled until the legislature de- 
cides this summer whether or not the 
office will be abolished, it was an- 
nounced Monday by the governor. 

This course was adopted by the 
governor after he had written to John 


N. Holder, chairman of the state high- 
way commission, asking if it would 
be necessary to name a successor for 
the short time intervening before the 
legislature meets. Chairman Holder 
wrote the governor he believed the 
duties could be discharged by the 
attorney general pending definite ac- 
tion in the matter by the legisla- 
ture. 

In outlining his views on the sit- 
uation in hig letter to Chairman Hol- 
der, the governor said: 

“The special attorney for the state 
highway board, Judge G. H. Howard, 
has .tendered me his resignation effec- 
tive May 30, next. This date, you 
will observe, is less than 30 days be- 
fore the convening of the next session 
of our general assembly. 

“T have always been inclined to 
the opinion that it was not necessary 
for the state highway board to have 
a special attorney and that the ex- 
pense of such an officer could well be 
saved to the taxpayers of the state, 
by providing that the attorney-gen- 
eral should: give the state highway 
board such advice and legal service 
as it might find necessary. I sug- 
gested at the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly an investigation of this 
quéstion by that body, but the gen- 
eral assembly did not change the law 
providing for this office, consequently, 
Judge Howard’s appointment. 

“Under the circumstances above 
outlined, I. am very much inclined 
not to appoint a successor to Judge 
Howard as special attorney for the 
state highway bogrd, until the legis- 
lature shal! meet and I can again 
submit to that body the question as 
to whether it is necessary to retain 
this office. Of course, if the legisla- 
ture should again fail to abolish it, 
it will be my‘duty to make the ap- 
pointment, under the law. 

“Having very little intimate ae- 
quaintance with the details of the 
workings of your board, however, 1] 
do not care to take the step indi- 
cated in this letter until I have ad- 
vised with you about it and have 
your views with reference to the 
necessity or lack of necessity of an 
immediaté appointment.”

Inspection Fees 
On Oil Companies 
Declared Valid 


The decision of the supreme court 
of the United States rendered yester- 
day in the case of the Texas company 
against J. J. Brown, commissioner, et 
al, confirms a substantial victory won 
by the state of Georgia upon the trial 
of the original issue in the United 
States court for the northern district 
of Georgia, and saves to the state rev- 
enues amounting ta approximately 
half a million dollars per annum. 

The litigation was instituted by a 
bill in ee ae filed by the Texas com- 
pany, alleging that J. J. Brown, as 
commissioner of agriculture, and the 
oil inspectors operating under him, 
were illegally exacting inspection fees 
under the protection of a Georgia 
staute which authorized the collection 
of such fees, but whicn statute was 
alleged to be unconstitutional because 
in conflict with the federal constitu- 
tion. 

The suit was filed by Rosser, Slaton, 
Phillips & Hopkins, who presented to 
the court a decision from the supreme 
court of the United States, which had 
just declared a similar statute of the 
state of Washington unconstitutional 
for the same alleged reason, and a re- 
straining order was issued prohibit- 
ing the collection of inspection fees 
above the actual cost of inspection. 

Employ Special Counsel. 

The firm of Brewster, Howell & 
Heyman and Mark Bolding were em- 
ployed as special counsel for the com- 
missioner of agriculture, by direction 
of the state, and the case was argued 
before Judges Sibley, Evans and Walk- 
er of the United States court. 

In the meantime, other oil compa- 
nies doing business in Georgia joined 
the plaintiff in the litigation, and the 
court ordered that, pending the liti- 
gation all fees collected by the depart- 
ment of agriculture for inspecting oils 
in this state, in excess of the actual 
cost of inspection should be deposited 
in local banks, subject to the order of 
the court upon the conclusion of the 
litigation. 

Upon the trial of the case, counsel 
for the plaintiff companies contended 
that while the state had the right to 
inspect oil intended for use within the 
state, and to charge the actual expense 
of such inspection, the Georgia legisla- 
ture had established a scale of inspec- 
tion fees that was producing an an- 
nual net revenue of several hundred 
thousand dollars in excess of inspec- 
tion, expenses, and that under the guise 
of inspection, the state was raising 
revenue from interstate commerce and 
appropriating the proceeds, by statute, 
to the maintenance of agricultural and 
educafional institutions within the 
state. 

Upon the conclusion of the trial, the 
court rendered a divided judgment, the 
majority opinion “ concurred in by 
Judges Sibley and Evans, sustaining 
the contention of the state of Georgia 
that the statutes and practices com- 
plained of by the plaintiffs were not 
in violation of the constitution, and 
the minority opinion of Judge Walker 
holding that the plaintiff companies 
were entigJed to the injunction prayed 
for on the ground that the statutes, as 
enforced, imposed an illegal burden on 
interstate commerce. 

The Texas company and its asso- 
ciate plaintiffs appealed from the ma- 
jority decision to the supreme court 
of the Onited States, and obtained a 
supersedeas until the case should be 
finally decided by that court. 

The argument upon the hearing in 
the supreme court of the United States 
was conducted by ex-Governor John 
M. Slaton, for the firm of Rosser, Sla- 
ton, Phillips & Hopkins, attorneys for 
he Texas company and_e associated 
plaintiffs, and the argument in behalf 
of the state of Georgia was presented 
by Mark Bolding, for the firm of 
Brewster, Howell & Heyman, attor- 
neys for J. J. Brown, commissioner, 
e al. 

The decision rendered on yesterday 
terminates the litigation ; confirms the 
right of the agricultural department to 
continue the collection of oil inspection 
fees under the scale established by 
the Georgia statute, and immediately 
releases for the use by the state of 
Georgia, an accumulated fund which 
was impounded by the supersedeas durf- 
ing the litigationy and which is esti- 
mated in excess of $300,000.

Protestant churches of Atlanta, which

A WORTHY EXAMPLE. 

In publicly offering to place their 
financial facilities and resources at 
the disposal of farmers desiring 
adequately to equip thelr farms 
with live stock, through a process 
outlined and discussed by H. G. 
Hastings, president of the ‘reorgia 
association, in a communication 
appearing elsewhere upon this 
page, the banks of Turner county 
have set an example which might 
be followed with protit—to them- 
selves as well as to the community 
at large—by every other bank or 
group of bankers in this state. 

Briefly stated, these banks col- 
lectively have bought space in 
“The Wiregrass Farmer,” published 
at Ashburn, in which they adver- 
tise the fact that henceforth they 
will lend “to worthy farmers of 
our county financial assistance in 
providing live stock’—‘“good dairy 
cows, hogs and poultry,’—their 
policy being, however, and wisely, 
“to lend such aid only to farmers 
growing on their farms sufficient 
feed to properly care for all live 
stock on their farms.’ 

This announcement is indicative, 
of the fact that the banks of Tur- 
ner county have awakened to a 
realization, not only of their op- 
portunities to expand their busi- 
ness and increase their earnings 


by promoting the industry upon 
which their existence depends, but 
also of their duty to their com- 
gmmunity and state. 

Georgia is essentially an agricul- 
tural state, and the welfare of the 
banker is inseparable from that of 
the farmer. 

The prosperity of the farmer 
formerly was dependent upon cot- 
ton; but that day is gone, perhaps 
never to return. 

The invasion by the bollweevil 
has necessitated a complete revo- 
lution in farming methods through- 
out the cotton belt states. 

It has necessitated the adoption 
of a complete new system of agri- 
culture in the south, based upon 
the principle of diversification; 
and the substitution for cotton of 
food and feed crops and live stock 
as a stable, dependable source of 
operating revenue and profit. 

This means that creameries, 
packing houses, pickling plants 
and manufactories must be pro- 
vided to create a market for the 
raw products of the farm under 
bollweevil conditions. 

And to do that presents a duty 
that devolves not alone upon the 
farmer, but upon the banker and 
the urban business man. 

All that the farmer reasonably 
can be expected to do is to produce 
the raw commodities and deliver 
them to the manufacturer or ship- 
per; and the duty of providing a 
market for them, and of handling 
them from the time they leave the 
hands of the producer, devolves 
upon the business men of the city. 

But as the initial step it is neces- 
sary to finance the operations of 
the farmers during the transition 


———

OUR PRESENCE NEEDED. 

Each day it becomes more and 
more apparent tbat tie success of 
the Genoa cuvnference is jeopard- 
ized by the absence of American 
representation. 

In declaring the other day that 
his aim at the Genoa parley is to 
bring into being a pact among the 
thirty-four nations represented, 
agreeing not to invade one an- 
other’s territories—a pact similar 
to the four-power treaty negotiated 
recently at Washington—Premier 
Lloyd George set forth in a few 
words the main objective, not only 
of his well-meaning fellow con- 
ferees, but of the league of na- 
tions. 

But it is universally recognized 
that as a necessary forerunner to 
such guarantees there must be 
some sort of a program worked 
out to restor2 European credit and 
buying power, and to stabilize 
Europe financially, economically 
and industrially. 

The United States, being in pos- 
session of almost one-half of the 
gold in circulation—the country to 
which the nations of Europe now 
at Genoa seeking a solution of 
their financial and industrial prob- 
lems, owe more than $10,000,000,- 
000—would wicld a tremendous in- 
fluence at this international con- 
ference. 

In fact, this country practically 
could dominate the conference and 
dictate the terms of any agreement 
growing out of it. 

But the very fact of our partici- 
pation—the very fact of our mani- 
festation of good will and friendly 
interest in European welfare— 
easily might mean the differeuce 
between agreement and disagre2- 
ment, success and failure, at 
Genoa. 

Considering the importance of 
our position in the affairs of the 
world, such a potentially momen- 
tous gathering as that at Genoa 
without the participation of the 
United States is analogous to a 
production of “Hamlet” with “the 
melancholy Dane” missing from the 
cast. 

If this conference fails, the ex- 
isting financial, industrial and 
economic uncertainty and chaos in 
Europe probably will be prolonged 
indefinitely. 

Furthermore, until Europe is 
stabilized and the world restorei 
“to its feet,’ American industry 
and American business must con- 
tinue to suffer from the lack of 
foreign commerce. 

And if it fails its failure will be 
attributable largely, if not entirely, 
to our partisan refusa] to concern 
ourselves with the interests and 
welfare of peoples beyond our own 
borders. 


THE SPEED HAZARD. 
The automobile wreck that oc- 
curred on a south Georgia highway 
last Sunday morning, in which a 
Catholic clergyman and a promi- 
nent Fitzgerald woman were 
killed, illustrates in tragic and de- 
Plorable fashion the hazard of 
speed. 

The ill-fated car, with seven oc- 
cupants, was en route from Fitz- 
gerald to Thomasville to partici- 
pate in morning church services in 
the latter city. 

To avoid being late, instructions 
had been given the driver to drive 
at maximum speed. 

All went well until the speeding 
car struck a soft spot in the road- 
bed, skidded and crashed into a 
tree—and the rest of the journey 
was made by mortician’s car and 
ambulance! 

The old saying about “the more 
haste, the less speed” is a true one, 
and especially so when applied to 
travel by automobile. 

The automobile driver who drives 
with the safety of his own life and 
the lives of his passengers con- 
stantly uppermost in his mind, and 
who holds his car to a safe rate 
of speed, is more likely to reach 
his destination on time than is the 
one who thinks only of getting 
there. 

It seldom pays to take chances, 
however urgent the demand for 
haste; and the drivers who throw 
prudence to the winds are the ones 
most likely to pile up in a ditch 
and make business for the physt- 
cian and the undertaker. 

A tragedy such as that which 
darkened Easter Sunday in south 
Georgia is deplorable beyond 
measure. 

The only possible good that may 
compensate the sorrow it occa- 
sions consists in the fact that it 
may serve as a lesson, teaching 
other users of the highways to be 
conservative and careful.

| Bankers Co-Operate to Provide 
. Farmers With More Live Stock 


Editor Constitution: The perfect- 
ly truthful statement has frequently 
been made that the greatest obstacle 
to the expansion of the dairy and 
live stock industry in Georgia and 
the south is the attitude of the aver- 
age . banker towards reasonable 
financing of same through conserva- 
tive loans. 

It is the pitiful truth that up to 
the advent of the boll weevil in 
Georgia the average banker serving 


agricultural sections could see noth- 
ing but a bale of cotton as a basis 
for credit. It was not many years 
back that the country banker would 
limit credit to the making of cot- 
ton and turned an unsympathetic ear 
to the financing, for the producer, of 
cotton already made, 


One of Georgia’s greatest deficien- 
cies is the lack of both numbers and 
quality of hogs and cattle. We are 
not unmindful of the very considera- 
ble progress made in this direction 
in recent years, but a start has bare- 
ly been made and our present status 
must be expanded many fold before 
Georgia will have a properly bal- 
anced agricultural industry that will 
insure a relatively permanent farm 
prosperity. 

If there is any one prineiple firmly 
established in agriculture it is that 
no agricultural section can be per- 


manently prosperous nor can soil 
fertility be maintained except where 
live stock in its various phases is 
coupled with general farm crops. 


In our opinion the most significant 


advertisement that ever appeared in 
a Georgia newspaper appeared re- 
cently in The Wiregrass Farmer, 
published at Ashburn, Turner coun- 
ty. The advertisement, which cov- 
ered a half page, reads as follows:

“Recognizing that farming is by 
far the greatest and most important 
industry of Turner county and that 
its successful pursuit is vitally im- 
portant to the success of not only 
every business institution of the 
county, but of our schools, churches 
and welfare organizations; and be- 
lieving as we do that good dairy 
cows, hogs and poultry are indis- 
pensable to profitable farming under 
boll weevil conditions, we will, as 
far as is in our power, lend to 
worthy farmers of our county finan- 
cial assistance in providing such 
live stock, It will be our policy to 
lend such aid only to farmers grow- 
ing on their farms sufficient feed to

properly care for all live stock on 


their farms. 

“We invite our farmers to consult 
with us and assure them ef every 
courtesy possible.

There is a creamery at Ashburn 
now, which started operations last 
September. tts output is approxi- 
mately 2,000 pounds of butter per 
day. The oily obstacle to turning 
out five to iix thousand pounds per 
day is lack of cream. This calis for 
more cowyg, better producing cows 
and feed fr them. The more cows 
the more cream for the creamery 
and the ‘nore cash distributed in 

Turner ceunty every two weeks. 
As a pide issue comes the skim 


milk for the hogs and poultry. These 
are esse itia] as side lines to the dairy 
buiness and we were not surprised 
to be told by one enterprising Turner 
county citizen that he was carrying 
in addition to his dairy cattle over 
sixty brood sows as well as a lib- 
eral supply of poultry. 
Turner's Splendid Example. 

Turner county has started a sys- 
tem of constrtictive agriculture and 
the Turner county banks have start- 
ed an era of constructive ‘banking 
that may be followed safely and 
profitably by every county in Geor- 
gia. 

Under the general system started 
in Turner county their people will 
largely cease to be sellers of raw ma- 
trial. They become manufacturers, 
so to speak, of the farm crops grown 
on their acres. The product goes to 
market in a finished or semi-finished 
state. They get cash returns at least 
twice a month and spend cash with 
the merchants of their trading towns 
instead of running up store debts 
to be paid or not according to the 
quantity of cotton produced under 
conditions of extreme hazard. 

It’s time for more bankers in the 
farming sections to see the ‘same 
light that these Turner county bank- 
ers have seen. The situation in 
Georgia makes imperative a read- 
justment of relations between farm- 
er and banker and our Turner coun- 
ty friends have shown the way.

Christian Minister Tells of | 
Lloyd George’s Religion 


Editor Constitution: I had been 
asked by many people to make a 
correction of the article in a recent 
issue of The Constitution from the 
pen of Mrs. Julia O’Keefe Nelson on 
“Lloyd George as a Baptist,” but l 
am much averse to this sort of 
thing.

The facts in the case of Mr. Lloyd 
George's church membership have 
been fully known to all of the mem- 
bers of the Disciples of Christ 
(Christian) churches in America, for 
many years.

For we do not consider that any 
man, no matter how great he 
may be, can confer any honor ueee 
the ehurch by belonging to it; but 
that, rather, the church to which 
he belongs confers honor upon him.

Mr. Lloyd George was left an or- 
phan in his early infancy, and was 
raised up in the home of-his uncle, 
the Rev. David George, who for 


ister of the Disciples (Christian) 
church at Criccieth, Wales. In his 
youth Lloyd George became a mem- 
ber of his uncle’s church. He has 
remained a member of the same 
church to this day. In his young 
manhood he was ordained a minister 
in this same church. He has often 
preached in its pulpit, and did so 
again on his recent visit to his old 
home in Criccieth. 

It should be remembered that Mr. 
Lloyd George is not an English- 
may, but a Welshman. And a Welsh- 
man is a different individual alto- 
gether from an Englishman.

Lloyd George found that there were 
no Welsh Disciples churches in the 
city, though there are churches of 
English Disciples. But these did 
not interest him at all. He did 
find, however, a Welsh Baptist 
church, and the Baptists in England 
being almost identical with the Dis- 
ciples, he became a regular wor- 
shiper at the Welsh Baptist church 
22 London. He has never, how- 
ever, transferred his membership 
from the church of the Disciples 
(Christian) in Criccieth, to which 
he has always belonged. 

In personal interviews with rep- 
resentative Disciples of America, 
and in official messages to our na- 
tiorial conventions, Mr. Lloyd George 
has often expressed his great love 
for the church in which he has a!- 
ways lived, and the pleasure he feels 
in the consciousness of fellowship 
with the great body of Disciples of 
Christ in America.

HEALTH TALKS]! 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


ROUND SHOULDERS. 

The considerable weight of head, 
neck, arms and shoulders is supported 
by the flexible spine in the standing 
and sitting postures. When the spinal 
erector muscles, which straighten up 
the spine, are weak or poorly devel- 


oped through neglect of education, the | 


shoulders droop forward, bending the 
neck and back with them. The de- 
formity thus produced is called stoop 
shoulders, round shoulders,  siant 
shoulders, round back, flat chest, bow- 
ed back, slouch posture, or, if you 
can pay about 40 per visit, kyphosis. 
When the muscular defect is greater 
on one side so that deviation from 
normal posture is to one side, the de- 
formity is known as lateral curvature 
of the spine, or scoliosis. In the ear- 
lier formation of these vicious postural 
defects the deformity is almost always 
remediable by proper exercise, but 
when the child’s education is sadiy 
neglected, as in most common schools 
even where a farcical physical train- 
ing is perpetrated to comply with the 
letter of the law, the deformity is 
Jikely to become fixed and irreme- 
diable unless by radical surgical treat- 
ment. 

Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, professor of 
physical education in the University 
of Pennsylvania, in his excellent boox 
on “Exercise in Education and Medi- 
cine” (W. B. Saunders Co., Philadel- 
phia), says that the requirement of 
a fixed position in school for more 
than a few minutes at a time is an 
important cause of this deformity. 
“The child’s restlessness in school,” 
writes Professor McKenzie, “is his 
only means of protest, and is the ob- 
ject of much misapplied correction 
by those school teachers who believe 
that quietness and goodness are syu- 
onymous.”’ 

Professor McKenzie is a gentleman 
and does not say old maid school 
teachers, but I am no professor and 
that is what I call teachers who still 
use the antique suppression system. 
Round shoulders constitute an appeal 
for adequately trained teachers, for 
teachers who are themselves mothers, 
or at least not child haters. There is 
still far too much old maid business 
in our schools. 

Ill fitting school furniture (seats 
and desks not adapted or adjusted 
to the child’s height), long continued 
writing at the desk, the placing of 
corsets or other orthopedic apparatus 
on young girls at the very time when 
they need proper physical development, 
the placing of so-called shoulder braces 
on poorly trained children: without 
medical advice, and permitting young 
girls to wear high, narrow heels, are 
all factors of round shoulders and 
spinal curvature. 

Active recess play out of doors ev- 
ery forenoon and afternoon, baseball, 
basketball, running, gymnasium and 
athletic field work, and spontaneous 
unsupervised open air games on the 
playgrounds are the best preventives 
of such deformities.

NUTTING SCORES. 
CHOATE CHARTER 


Charging that the Choate charter 
is opposed to every principle of good 
government and that it would give 


Atlanta’s mayor more power than the 
kaiser of Germany enjoyed, Council- 
man J. R. Nutting, in a_ spirited 
address Monday night in the interest 
of the present charter, to a gathering 
of Kirkwood citizens, asserted that 
if the Choate plan is adopted the 
city government will be fortunate if 
it survives. 

The speaker pictured the plan aa 
heing absurd and unworthy of the 
consideration of sane persons, and 
said that if after reading the charter 
a person supported it he would be 
tempted to have the person's sanity 
examined. 

“There is no city in the world 
where the mayor would have as much 
power ag would the mayor of Atlanta 
under the Choate plan,” he said. 

“I consider the present city gov- 
ernment of Atlanta a model of effi- 
ciency and economy compared with 
the state and national governments,” 
he said. “Of course, alt governments 
are imperfect, as human beings con- 
duct them.” 

Discussing the Atlanta police de 
partment along with other city de- 
partments while attempting to show 
the efficiency of the present charter, 
Councilman Nutting declared that the 
responsibility for crime conditions in 
Atlanta lies not with the police de- 
partment, but with the state courts, 
over which the city has not the slight- 
est control. 

“At the head of the police depart- 
ment we have a man who is absolute- 
ly honest, and who has done his work 
well, considering the handicaps to 
which he has been subjected,” Mr. 
Nutting said, “but until hig depart- 
ment has the proper support of the 
state courts crime conditions will re- 
main in bad shape. 

“If chaingang sentences were given 
blind tigers and other offenders crime 
would be very largely reduced, but 
when the courts impose light fines, 
which are really a system of law 
license, I am sorry to say that crime 
will continue just as usual. 

“Of course the police department is 
not perfect, but it has done good 
work and if it could have the support 
of every citizen and all the news- 
papers it would do better work.” 
Mr. Nutting offered but little erit- 
icism to the Watkins chater,. or At- 
lanta plan, and confined his attacks 
to the so-called composite plan. 


Denies Charter Ig Outgrown. 


He denied that the present charter 
is outgrown, and said that under it 
the city bas thrived and prospered 
until it has grown to be the greatest 
in the southeast, and to have a credit 
second almost to none. 

“Its bonds sell at probably as high 
a figure as the bondg of any other 
city in the country,” he said.

Faith in Loyalty of Teach- 
ers Expressed in Letter 
Written by Father James 
A. Horton. 


In a letter directed Monday to Ca- 
tholic teachers in the Atlanta public 
schools in which he expressed faith in 
their loyalty and sets forth the atti- 
tude of the Roman Catholic church toa- 
wards schools, Father James A. Hor- 
ton, pastor of the Sacr+d Heart church, 
declares it is manifestly unjust to judge 
the attitude of the <hurch from the 
isolated expression of individuals with- 


in the church. 

Father Horton’s letter follows: 

I have been asked by several of the 
Catholic teachers -n our public schools to 
outline concisely and clearly the attitude 
of the Catholic *hurch towards the public 
schools. They wish this statement in order 
to present it to their fair-minded friends 
who deserve to be correctly informed on this 
subject. 

It is manifestly unjust to judge of the 
attitude of the church from the isolated 
expressions of individuals within the church. 
Their expressions may often be overzealous

and carry a wronz impression. The true 
attitude of the church is to be learned-rath- 
er from (1) the regulations passed by the 
church in regard to the schools, and, (2), 
specially from the application of these reg- 
wlations in practicai life. 

1. These regulations enjoin Catholics to 
send their children to Catholic schools, but 
authorize the bishops to dispense with this 
duty and to allow Catholics to send their 
children to non-Catholic schools. They say 
nothing sbout state schools, and refer only 
to schools under the direction of the Cath- 
olic church. The fact that bishops through- 
out the world are ruthorized to allow Cath- 
olic children to attend non-Catholic schools, 
whenever they may judge it proper, is patent 
proof that the Catholic church is not hostile 
to the public or state schools. 

2. it any further proof were necessary 
on this point, it is furnished by the actual 
practical application of these regulations. 
As far as this policy and attitude of the 
Catholic church is worked out in practice, 
the following undisputed facts are conclu- 
sive: 

(2). In the United States millions of 
Catholic children are in the public schools, 
and neither they ror their parents are de- 
prived, for that reason, of the rights and 
privileges of the church. 

‘b>. Thousands of Catholic men 
women, like yourselves, are teachers in the 
public schools, holding positions of high au- 
thority, 1:endering jJoval and efficient service 
and not injecting religion into their work. 
The church allows you to give. your time 
and talents to the service of the schools of 
the state, arid as you well know, you suffer 
thereby no disqualification in the church, nor 
are denied participation in any phase of 
Catholic life.

GIVES RADIO TALK 


Noted Evangelist Deliv- 
ers Short Sermon From 
WGM on “Life After 


Death.” 


The first of a series of ten-minute 
radio talks by evangelists and Atlantu 
pastors participating in the city-wide 
revival campaign was presented from 
WGM last night, when Dr. Walt Hol- 
comb, evangelist, delivered a short 
sermon for the wireless service of 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

Each evening this week some evan- 
gelist or pastor will deliver one of 
these sermons at 6 o’clock. 

Dr. Holcomb’s subject last night 
was “Life After Death.” He took his 
text from the seventh, eighth, ninta 
and fourteenth verses of the fourteenth 


tree if it be cut down that it will 
sprout again, and that the tender 
branch thereof will not cease. Though 
the root thereof wax old in the earth, 
and the stock thereof die in_ the 
ground; yet through the scent of the 
water it will bud and bring forth 
boughs like a plant. 

“If a man die, shall he live again?” 

Dr. Holcomb’s sermon was along the 
line of the Easter theme and was ap- 
propriate, coming the day after Easter. 

Analogy of the Bible. 

Continuing, Dr. Holeomb said: 

“In the latter part of the twenty- 
fourth verse of the twelfth chapter 
of John, Jesus says: ‘But if it die it 
bringeth forth much fruit.’ He sug- 
vests life after death. In the twents- 
fifth verse of the same chapter, He 
says, ‘He that hateth his life in this 
world, shall keep it unto life eternal.’ 
He plainly indicates life after death. 
In the seventh verse, Job speaks of 
plant life, and raises the question of 
its continuation after death. In the 
fourteenth verse he makes the applica- 
tion to man, and raises the question. 
‘If a man die, shall he live again? 
In the analogy of the plant kingdom, 
there is a suggestion of the life after 
death. 

“Life after death has been studied 
by all classes of men. The Hebrew 
prophet saw it in his vision. The Ori- 
ental poet sang about it in his verse. 
The Greek philosopher saw it in sym- 
metry and beauty as suggested hy 
his ideal of this life. The Roman 
statesman gives a place to it in his 
discussions. All the great religionists 
found a place for it in their system 
of thought.. Study all the great re- 
ligions of the world from antiquity of 
the east to the present civilization of 
the west, and you will discover its 
place in these religions.” 

Tells of Friend’s Death. 

In closing his sermon, Dr. Holcomb 
told of the death of his dear friend, 
the Rev. Sam P. Jones, noted evan- 
gelist. He declared that he firmly 
believed as he held his friend’s head 
in his hands that the “marvelous gifts 
and graces of Sam P. Jones had been 
gathered to God, and would find high- 
er and larger spheres for service and 
usefulness than had been known in 
this world.” 

“Surely,” he said, “death can not 
destroy the mind and its powers as it 
does the body.

Lesson 19 
THE SPARK GAP 
In a simple form as shown in the following diagram, the spark 
gap consists of two adjustable metal electrodes: 

(A) and (B) supported by binding posts 
which are fastened to an insulating base 
The electrodes may be zinc, brass or 
copper, approximately three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter, with parallel sparking 
surfaces and must be so adjustable that 
———m the distance between the surfaces can be 
closely regulated. The base (C) is of in- 
sulating material, usually glass or hard 


If zinc electrodes approximately three-eighths of an inch in diame- 
ter are used in the plain gap, a more satisfactory spark note will be 
obtained than with brass or copper electrodes. Pointed electrodes give 
a higher tone to the spark note, but have the disadvantage of offering 
less cool surface. Electrodes with slightly rounded edges give a harsh 
tone to the spark note, but have the advantage of a large cooling sur- 
face and better properties of quenching. 
which enter into the production of a satisfactory tone by the plain 
spark gap—the frequency and voltage of the source of supply, the 
length of the gap, the design of the electrodes, and the capacity of the 
condenser. A spark discharge with a high musical pitch has the ad- 
vantage of being more easily read by the receiving station above the 
interference of static in the atmosphere.

LIGHTNING SAFETY 


Nature of Protection Devices 
and Latest Rulings on 
the Subject. 


The subject of protection against 
lightning is the  all-absorbing topic 
among the radio fans at the present 
time. Already there have been a few 
electrica] storms and some of the new- 
comers in radio are getting nervous 
about the subject, when, in reality, 
there is notking to worry about. 

If the aerial is properly protected it 
is just as safe as the tele;hone wires 
or the wires that are connected to the 
front door bell. Simply because the 
aerial is perched on the top of the 
house and exposed to the elements, is 
no reason why it should pick up or at- 
tract the lightning. In reality the 
aerial is a very fine protection against 
lightning. If the aerial is properly 
grounded it will gradually drain the 
electricity from the air, with the result 
that there is very small chance of a 
bolt actually striking anywhere in the 
neighborhood. . 

What actually causes a bolt of light- 
ning is the high pressure built up with- 
in the thunder cloud. ‘This acts much 
the same way that a boiler would act 
if it was not equipped with a safety 
valve. The pressure keeps increasinyz 
steadily until the point 
where something has to go. In. the 
case of the boiler, of course, the break- 
ing point is reached and the whole af- 
fair bursts. With the lightning the 
same thing happens, but the aerial acts 
as adrain for this excess pressure and 
slowly and silently drains the elec- 
tricity from the air. There is abso- 
lutely no danger of lightning if the 
aerial is properly erected and grounded, 

Equipment Necessary. 

The present ruling of the board of 
fire underwriters calls for a_ smail 
enclosed air or vacuum gap connected 
in such a way that the message will 
pass through the receiving set in the 
usual way, but when there is excessive 
electricity in the air it will jump the 
small gap and pass off harmlessly to 
the ground. Of course the set cannot 
be used anyway when a storm is in 
progress, because all that will be heard 
are the discharges of the lightning. 

The lightning gap mentioned above 
must be mounted outside the building 
at least five inches from the wall and 
a good heavy wire must be run from 
this gap to the ground. The wire must 
also be kept at least five inches from 
the wall and an independent ground 
connection must be made. The inside 
water or steam. pipe cannot be used 
for this purpose and neither can an 
outside drain pipe, unless it is five 
inches from the wall. 

Switch Not Recommended. 

The air gap may be used with a re- 
ceiving set only, while for a transmit- 
ting set a heavy single pole doubie 
throw switch must be installed. The 
rules governing the distance from the 
wall also hold true for the switch as 
well as the gap. The man who has a 
receiving set only is advised not to pur- 
chase one of these heavy switches, be- 
cause if he happens to forget to throw 
the switch when the setisleft for the 
night the lightning protection is abso- 
lutely no good. This has happened a 
great many’ times and while there 
never have been any direct hits by 
lightning, there have been cases where 
the wires on the tuning unit have been 
loosened and completely mixed up. 
Lightning has played many peculiar 
tricks on the radio men of the past and 
no one can say what it will do next. 
Therefore be on the safe side and in- 
stall a safety device that will really 
protect the set under all conditions.

SLATON OPPOSES} 
STATE INGOME TAX 


‘That a state income tax would 
stifle private enterprise and paralyze 
industry was the belief expressed by 
ex-Governor John M. Slaton in an 
address before the members of the 
junior chamber of commerce at a fo- 
rum luncheon held in the Peacock 
cafe at 12:30 o’clock Monday. Gov- 
ernor Slaton declared that the pas- 
sage of this bill would drive business 
out of the state end result in untold 
loss to Georgia. 

Already weighted down with the 
burden of taxation, he stated, the bus} 
ness of the state would be forced to 
seek other fields of operation and ship 
manufactured products back to Geor- 
gia. This, he said, would be the very 
opposite of what far-sighted citizens 
are striving to bring about. 


Another objection to the tax, said 
Mr. Slaton, is that it would mean that 
around $7 per cent of the people of 
the state would pay little or no tax, 
while 3 per cent would shoulder the 
entire amount. In other words, the 
burden of taxation would have to be 
borne by the commercial and indus- 
trial element of the population. Said 
Mr. Slaton: 

Slaton’s Argument. 

“The state is nothing but a sum 
total of individuals, and when the sum 
total is not thriving, when business 
is depressed, is it wise to lay a heavy 
burden of tax on business? 

“Politicians will tell you that the 
tax will fall upon the class of citi- 
zens On whom it is imposed. This is 
not strictly true. If you lay a tar 
on business, the burden will be passed 
on down to those below. 

“If you lay a heavy burden on busi- 
ness in this state, business will soon 
move to another state and ship goods 
here. In this way Georgia will soon 
lose a large proportion of her indus- 
tries, especially the ones that are not 
dependent upon their location. 

“There are only eighteen states in 
the union that have this kind of tax. 
If you go to these states you will find 
a kind of business that is entirely dif- 
ferent from the general industry of 
Georgia, which is largely agricultural. 

“Is it better that the man who 
makes the money shall invest it in 
business or that the politician who 
had no part in earning it shall spend 
it? Do you want to destroy the in- 
dustry of the state of Georgia?’ 

Speakers on Program. 

Among other speakers on the pro- 
gram were Mayor Key and Mell Wil- 
kinson, president of the Ashcraft-Wil- 
kinson company. Mayor Key made an 
appeal for the preservation of the 
A., B. & A. railroad and stated that 
unless the people of Georgia moved 
to save it, it will be scrapped. Point- 
ing out the immense area of territory | 
and the number of the citizens of the 
state-served by the road, Mayor Key 
urged that measures be taken to make 
the railroad state property. 

Respecting the unemployment situa- 
tion, which Mayor Key also touched 
on in the course of his remarks, he 
said: 

“There is no man in Atlanta who 
can do a thing well who cannot get a 
job in Atlanta.”

Rowe, 
director general of the Pan-American 
union.

Jaime C. de Veyra, 
wife of the resident commissioner. 

It ig a particularly interesting fea- 
ture of the conference that the Mexi- 
can women are to play a prominent 
part. The delegation will be headed 
by Senorita Elena Torres, secretary 
of the Centro Femenista, who will 
be accompanied by other official dele- 
gates appointed by President Obregon 
and by delegates from some of the 
Mexican states, as well as by other 
representatives of her organization.

Jacobo Varela, wife 
of the Uruguayan minister, has been 
appointed by her government as offi- 
cial delegate for that country. Ecua- 
dor will be represented by Mme. Ma- 
tilda Carbo. wife of a former minis- 
ter of Eeuador, and Bolivia by Senora 
Arcadia Zalles, daughter of a for- 
mer minister, Calderon. The National 
Council of Women in Argentina has 
appointed as their delegate Mme. 


Tomas Le Breton, wife of the ambas- 
sador from Argentina. 

From the Central American repub- 
lics has come word of the appoint- 
ment of delegates. Costa Rica will 
be represented by Senora Sara de 
Quiros, one of the most distinguished 
women in that country; Honduras by 
Senorita Mercedes Lainez; Nicarauga 
by Senorita Maria Clotilde Vega;

First Chance Would Be Jack’s 


While the proposed mixed battle 
between Jack Dempsey, king of the 
boxing game, and Strangler Lewis, 
champion wrestler, probably never 
will be pulled off, it js still causing 
more discussion ther any other sub- 
ject in sport right, rew. 

And the ardent argufiers are about 
evenly divided as tv who would win 
such a contest. 

There is nothing taagibie on which 
to base an opinion. Each man is 
master of his game. Each has a 
formidable attack an: effective defen- 
sive tactics in his own sport. How 
well their individual etyles would suc- 
ceed against each oticr is merely con- 
jecture. 

To allow the men to meet on equal 
terms, the ordinary rules of boxing 
and many rules of wrestling would 
have to be eliminate]. For Dempsey 
the battle would upnear more like a 
rough-and-tumble fight, with no rules, 
To Lewis it would appear like a battle 
against two men. [le would have to 
attack Dempsey ax a wrestler, but 
build a defense as 2 bexer. 

To my mind, Demprey would have 
the first and greatest alvantage. Fail- 
ing to take advantage of this, his 
chances of victory would be small, 

Lewis Would Rush Jack. 

The gong would sound with the men 
in heircorners. Lewis’ move would 
be to rush at Dempsey low to grasp 
him about the body o7 legs to engage 
Dempsey before he could get home 
his piledriver blows to the head and 
body. Failing to vlose with Demp- 
sey in the first rush. lewis would be 
at a tremendous disadvantage. A 
slower man than Dempsey, he would 
have to back away 2nd prepare for 
another -rush—an1 take Dempsey’s 
blows while doing so. No man yet 
has weathered those wallops long. 

And so the start weuld be Demp- 
sey’s great chance. Being faster than 
Lewis. he would simp!y have to avoid 
that first rush to a bear-hug, side- 
step the stocky champ from every an- 
gle—batter him dewa. ‘There is the 
question, of course, whether Dempsey 
could get in his most effective work 
against a man of Lewis’ style and 
with Lewis scrambling about the floor 
or rushing low at him. 

Should Lewis obtain a body or ler 
hold in that first ‘ush, Dempsey 
would face the task of cluding Lewis’ 
man-crushing holds or of beating

Should Dempsey fai! in either at- 
tempt he would lose out, 

Dempsey Couldn’t Wrestle. 

Dempsey could not hope to wrestle 
Lewis. The mitt wielder isn’t built 
right. His leg and neck muscles 
never have been built up and hard- 
ened for that stuff. Iewis could not 
hope 
with him. Lewis is slow—muscle- 
bound—as are all wrestlers. He 
would be at Dempsey’: mercy the min- 
ute he straightened up to swap 
punches. 

The fight would he a gory one. Un- 
less it ended short!y in Lewis’ favor, 
Dempsey would cut un the wrestler 
with his punches. 

Just what rules would be agreed 
to aS a means of determining the win- 
ner, is another matter for conjec- 
ture.

A proper percentage might 
be decided upon, a certain number of 
clean blows struck by Dempsey count- 
ing the same as a fal! obtained by 
Lewis, 

The bout furnisies unlimited dope 
for discussion. But the only place it 
ever will be staged, in all probability, 
is around the cigar crunter and the 
eracker barrel.

Rails were the feature to the extent of making new high levels 
and holding them as against a reaction in the industrials brought about 
by professional operations with aggressive action on the part of the 
bears who concluded that the market had become top-heavy because of 


the long-continued advance. 


It must be admitted that it is a dangerous market to trade in for 


those who are not well margined, particularly with regard to the highly 


speculative issues. Some of these stocks have outrun their basic worth 
for the time being, but in general the underlying position is unchanged. 
In the sense that the recent decline in stocks represented the ex- 


treme of discouragement on the part of investors, the prsent recovery 
is merely getting back to what actual industrial conditions justify. 
Judge Gary’s statement at the annual meeting of the United States 
Steel corporation today that that organization is back to 75 per cent of 
its capacity is an important index of conditions. The steel business, he 
said, has doubled in volume in the last year. 


Demand for Materials. 
_ This merely verifies what has so 
often been pointed out, that arrears of 
construction work eventually have to 
be made up, and the sudden demand 


for materials has resulted. 

One of the most important features 
of present business conditions noted by 
Judge Gary is that export business is 
increasing and is getting back to the 
highest point that it was before the 
4a@jar, and it is a natural assumption on 

s part that not only will it increase, 
but that all business will increase. 

This being the case, the industrial 
outlook is satisfying. Business is act- 
ually coming back, and the tremendous 
rush to buy stocks is not based upon 
hallucination on the part of the pub- 
lic, but has back of it substantial con- 
fidence in the future. 


Likely to Overshoot. 

Certain of the speculative stocks are 
likely to overshoot the mark, and there 
are apt to be some rather severe re- 
actions, but industrial recovery is 
bound to go forward nevertheless. 

As to new developments, the market 
is not paying much attention to out- 
side matters at the moment. The news 
that Germany and soviet Russia had 
entered into a trade relation came too 
late to have any effect. It is interest- 
ing as a gesture, but just what two 
lame ducks are going to accomplish 
in the immediate future by entering 
into such a spectacular arrangement 
is not altogether plain at the moment. 

If they desire to exchange goods on 
the basis of paper marks and rubles 
it may do them some _ good to go 
through the form of doing business, 
but as neither has capital to work with 
it will be some time before the agree- 
ment results in anything very tangible.

Bulloch Makes 
Great Record 
In Hog Industry 


Since Last Fall, 170 Car- 
loads of Hogs Have 
Been Shipped. 


Savannah, Ga., April 17.—(Spe 
cial.)—Bulloch county, in a report 
of the closing hog-selling season, made 
up by the secretary of the Advertising 
elub, of Statesboro, G. P. Donald- 
son, is advancing its claim as the 
greatest hog-raising county in the 
state. 

Since last fall 170 carloads of hogs 
have been shipped from Bulloch— 
with thousands of hogs more in the 
county than there were last summer. 

About 145 cars were bought by lo- 
cal and visiting buyers and shipped 
at an average of 61-2 to 7 cenis a 
pound—several million pounds, realiz- 
ing $163,000 in all for hogs alone, 
a sideline for the farmers of Bul- 
loch. 

In addition, 40 carloads of eattle 
have been shipped and recently a ship- 
ment of 8,200 kids was sent to New 
York. The hog, cattle and goat re- 


ceipts for Bulloch for the season are 
summed up conservatively as nearing 


the $200,000. 

Bulloch, a distinct “cotton county,” 
received more than $200,000 for its 
watermelon crop shipped from five or 
six points in the county in carlotsa— 
besides the smaller shipments. Farm- 
ers of Bulolch county also have other 
money crops—such as velvet beans, 
honeydew melons, pecans, potatoes, 
corn end hay.
